There is not a 
single example there, here, or 
anywhere of lowering prices un- 
der an extraordinary and pressing 
demand. 

The McKinley bill will be and 
has been attacked by interested 
enemies.

There is 
no really raw material except it 
be undisturbed dirt. When labor 
shovels it the added cost of the 
force required makes it a product. 
Stone in a quarry, iron in a mine, are valueless until manipulated by human 
or mechanical energy, and are not “raw” after they are once handled. 

At a recent gathering of importers in this city, representing men 
who have made millions by foreign trade, one denounced the proposed
